Japanese Protest 
Canton, May 26. 

‘The Japanese Consul-General, Mr. 
‘Toyoichi “Nakamura, this morning 
led a strong protest with Gen, Wu 
‘Toh-chen, —‘Kuangtung Provincial 
Chairman, over the alleged man- 
hhandling of a Japanese officer by the 
Swatow police on May 21. 

In his verbal demarche, the Japan- 
se official blamed the incident upon 
the “excessive restrictions” upon 
Japanese nationals in their stection 
‘of domicile. ‘The Japanese authori 
ties, Mr. Nakamura emphasized, re- 
garded the incident as “very grave” 
fs the Chinese police in arresting and 
beating the Japanese officer were 
aware of his oficial standing.

rtedly asserted, is especially re: 
reliable because it occured at a time 
when Sino-Japanese relations were 

‘owing great improvement. He 
asked Gen. Wu to pay serious atten- 
tion to the affair and to secure its 
early settlement. 


Gen, Wa's Reply 

In reply, Gen, Wu pointed out that 
the Chinese version of the incident 
differed greatly from. the Japanese 
contention but he said he regretted 
the affair occured at the outset of 
his, service’ as Provincial Chairman 
and expressed his hope for an early 
seitlement.

$1,093,741,400 Loss During the|

Nanking, May 26. 

‘The 1936 drought cost China $i,- 
699,741,400, according to figures just 
released by the National Agricultural 
Research Bureau of the Ministry of 
Industry. 

‘The estimate is based on informa- 
tion obtained by crop reporters of 
the Bureau stationed in various parts 
of the country. Rainfall was ex- 
tremely scarce during the autumn 
and throughout the winter, thus not 
only affecting the proper growth of 
‘the summer crops but also the winter 
planting, especially in the northern 
‘provinces. ‘The following summary 
gives an idea of the area affected and 
‘the extent of the damage, as estimat- 
cd for’ 1085 ‘sien in twenty pro- 
vinees.

NO READJUSTMENT OF) 
BIG LOAN 


$96,090,000 Issue Still to be 
Settled 


Reports have been in circulation 
during recent weeks that the "$96,- 
000,000 Joan,” as it is popularly called, 
‘would soon’ be readjusted. This loan 
‘was issued by the Government at Pe- 
King In 1022 in two portions, one 
Chinese and the other Japanese. ‘The 
former was for $56,000,000 and the 
lniler for ¥.39,000,000, “Part of tho 
latter was redeemed, but there Is still 
‘¥.32,000,000 outstanding. 

‘When a readjustment of China's 
domestic loans was made in 1932, 
there was no announcement in regard 
to the above toan, but it is still quoted 
fon the Jocal exchange and there is 
evidently a belief in some quarters 
that a readjustment in regard to it 
will be made some time or another. 
As a matter of fact, no immediate 
readjustment is likely, the Kuo Min 
News Agency has learned from re- 
sponsible financial circles. 

Recently Japanese representatives 
called upon the two Vice-Ministers, 
of Finance at Nanking, and enquired 
whether conditional payment of prin- 
cipal and interest was to be con- 
sidered. It was explained to them 
that there were a number of difficul- 
les to be overcome and that, in any 
jevent, the absence abroad of the 
Minister of Finance, Dr. H. H. Kung, 
made it impossible for anything to be 
done at the present time. ‘The Japan- 
‘ese representatives concurred in this, 
view and the matter remains in 
abeyance. 

It may be stated definitely, and on 
the best authority, that the rumours 
of impending readjustment are untrue.

DAIREN FISHING VESSELS RAIDED? 
Alleged Action by Customs Cruiser: Tokyo to Lodge 


Stern Protest 


‘Tokyo, May 25.

Mr, Stanley Baldwin to-day 
resigns his high office as Prime 
Minister and to his act finality is 
expected to be given by his eleva 
tion to the dignity of an Earldom, 
‘The House of Commons wherein 
he has sat continuously for 29 years| 
as Member for Bewdley will know 
him no more. Judged by the tale 
of years—barely eight in all—Mr. 
Baldwin has not held the Prime 
Ministership for an extraordinarily, 
Jong period. Yet in the cireum- 
stances of the last six years, during 
which he has been first of all the 
leader of the largest single .party 
in the House of Commons and the 
pivot of the National Government, 
his influence has been in excess of 
the lmitations of time, He has} 
been frequently acclaimed as the’ 
typical Englishman, an assessment 
which has been encouraged by his| 

‘own deep love of England and 
brilliant oratorical salute of English 
life—"To me, England is the 
country and the country is Eng-| 
Tend”, It has been suggested that! 
his command of public confidence 
has been due to some indefinable| 
feeling that with patent honesty, 
there is in him allied a lack of 
pretension to cleverness _ which 
Englishmen are supposed specially 
to distrust, ‘This is a superficial 
verdict. Mr. Baldwin is—and history 
‘will probably confirm that view— 
a most astute politician, using that! 
depreciatory word in its best, 
sense, No-one who realizes that for 
the greater part of his service as 
Prime Minister he has received and 
disposed of fiercer attacks from 
groups, often powerful groups, 
within his own party than from 
parties nominally hostile to him, can 
‘deny to him the possession of the 
tegical sense, tactical skill, in- 
stinetive grasp of principles which 
go to make up the consummate 
political genius. For several years| 
megalomaniacal Press Lords—the| 
Gemini of Fleet Street—carried on 
a bitter and none too scrupulous’ 
vendetta against him. Their attacks 
‘broke ignominiously on his calm| 
rock-like defence. Even though 
they received a sudden reinforce 
ment in the greatest crisis of his 
career last November, he was able, 
‘by imperturbable confidence in his 
judgment of the nation's will, to|

position because of his marked 
capacity for seeing the other man’s| 
point of view. It never degenerated 
into disbelief in his sincerity. The: 
character of the man overcame 
‘whatever uncertainty his policies 
may have produced here and there.

If it were possible to) 
indicate the secret of his ascendancy 
in the national counsels during the 
ast decade it might perhaps be 
found to lie in his breadth of vision, 
his tolerance, his intense loyalty to 
his friends, ‘his fidelity to truth, 
‘and his unaffected, almost deprecat- 
ing modesty, Those who have been 
with him on occasions when public 
criticism has demanded from him 
@ defence of his actions or words, 
will vividly remember the half- 
humorous smile of encouragement 
thrown to his followers just before 
he prepared to rise for the ordeal, 
the matter-of-fact manner of the 
exordium, the warming up to 
vigorous defence of some col- 
Teague, the stern contemptuous 
dismissal of some charge against 
himself and the final appeal to| 
men of goodwill to consider the 
issue in the light of national well- 
boing or of the larger interests of 
humanity. He has not been afraid to 
Permit the House to share with him 
his fears, even his despair—as in 
the historie speech on air defence— 
‘nd he has thus paid the democratic 
Institutions of which he has been 
$0 fervent a defender in these diff 
cult days, the supreme compliment 
of taking the people through them 
fully into his confidence. Historians 
will one day submit his careér 
to the considered judgment made 
Possible by the materials at their 
disposal. Whether they will hold 
that his greatest achievement was 
in handling that delicate crisis last 
winter when the nation stood solidly 
behind him, or in his generous self 
effacement under Mr. Ramsay Ma: 
Donald's leadership in 1931, or, as 
the late Lord Balfour immediately, 
asserted, in the brilliant defence 
of the ' Declaration of Dominion 
Status for India, they cannot 
deny that during his Prime 
Ministership he kept ever before 
him the need for preserving 
national unity as the essential basis 
of national policy. His adepiness in 
keeping his own party together was. 
for him merely an instrument in 
securing that higher objective. He 
recognized the salutary influence of 
party controversy but he was never 
bound to its chariot wheels. Be- 
cause he had that supreme 
rising above party prejudice he was| 
able to stand as the nation’s spokes- 
‘man in an especial degree. He now 
enters the ranks of elder statesmen 
‘amid the grateful applause of sup- 
Porters and opponents alike. They 
will wish for him many years in 
which to enjoy the greater ease and 
dignity of the “other place” where- 
from his counsel, when offered, will 
be heeded with all the attention’ 
proper to his noble record.

MR. DE VALERA’S MOVE 
May 26, 

Now that the full accounts of the 
constitution which Mr. de Valera 
proposes for the Irish Free State 
have come to hand, it is possible, 
‘comparing them with the amend- 
ments which Mr. F. MeDermott, In- 
dependent, has tabled in the Dail, 
to ascertain exactly how complete 
is the cleavage with Great Britain 
which Mr. de Valera intends to 
bring about. The term is not 
‘specifically mentioned, but it is 
clear that he designs’ to erect a 
Republic for the whole of Ireland, 
that its President shall be the head, 
‘and that it shall choose its 
form of government, dete 
relations with other’ countries, and 
develop its life, political, economic! 
‘and cultural, in ‘accordance with its 
own genius and traditions. ‘The! 
national territory shall consist of 
the whole of Ireland, its islands 
and the territorial seas, pending the 
reintegration of the national terri- 
tory, and without prejudice to the! 
right of Parliament and Government 
established by the Constitution, to 
exercise jurisdiction over the whole 
of that territory. ‘The laws enacted 
by that Parliament shall have the 
ike area and extent of application 
as the laws of Saorstat Eireann and 
the like extraterritorial effect. The 
special position of the Roman 
Catholic Chureh is recognized with 
Fecognition of other religious de- 
nominations existing in Ireland at 
the date of the coming into opera 
tion of the Constitution, while the| 
usual provisions are inserted pro- 

ling for the liberty of the subject, 
freedom of expression, with certain, 
safeguards, which do not on the face 
of them appear to be objectionable, 
while the only reference to the| 
Free State's relations with Great 
Britain is fo be found in the follow- 
ing:—

Mr, de Valera is in scarch of a 
modified divorce mensa et thoro: 
he desires a complete separation 
from Great Britain but would like 
to secure whatever benefits are to 
be derived from membership of the 
British Commonwealth or any other 
such organisation which the govern- 
ment of Eire might at some future 
date decide to adhere to. At 
present it seems he desires to be of 
the Commonwealth but not neces- 
sarily with it, though he might at 
any time change that view and 
decide to be with the Common- 
wealth but not of it, Herein is 
found the real reason for his refusal 
to permit the Free State to be 
represented at the Imperial Con- 
ference. To have done so would 
have implied an adherence which 
it might not ultimately suit his book 
fo observe, and however irrational 
‘Mr. de Valera may have been in 
the past, it is now abundantly clear 
‘that in his progress towards a com- 
plete severance with Great Britain 
he is pursuing a logically plotted 
path which should eventually lead 
to the attainment of his pbject. 
‘That the Irish Free State ‘is not 
unanimously in support of his pro- 
osals, is clear from the amend- 
ments to the proposed Constitution 
which have been tabled by Mr. F. 
MeDermott, ‘There are about one 
hundred of them, based, as he 
claims, upon his countrymen's ties 
of tradition, blood and sentiment 
with Great Britain, Of them the 
chief follow: 

(1) Recognition of King George as 

King of Trelan 

(2) Admission of the Free State as 

‘free and equal member of the 
British “Commonwealth, the 
president being defined asa 
Fepresentative of the King: 
Replacement of the name Eire 
wherever it oecurs by Ireland, 
Deletion of the paragraph re- 
‘coxnizing the special position of 
the Roman Catholic Church and 
also that recognizing other re 
Tigions, 
With regard to the last amendment 
‘Mr. MeDermott appears tobe 
Adopting the attitude that the State 
should not concern itself with re- 
igions, and that itis unnecessary to 
give the Roman Catholic Chureh a 
special position, “which, while it 
does not give it the rank of a State 
church, indicates a position some- 
what approximating it. 

It has to be remembered that be= 
fore the proposed Constitution is 
referred to the country at large, it 
has to be debated in the Dail, ‘It 
{is because of that that the proposed 
amendments have been put forward. 
That all or any of them will be 
assed is more than doubtful. Ar. 
de Valera still controls the ‘Dail, 
and should be able to defeat all the 
amendments which may be put 
forward in any way modifying the 
proposals which he has made. ‘That 
is an Important point to remember, 
for it is clear that the country will 
be called upon to decide upon the 
adoption of a Constitution almost 
identical, if not completely so, with 
the instrument which has now been 
put forward, for the plebiscite can 
‘only decide upon the adoption o 
rejection of the document, The 
probabilities are that the voters of 
the Free State will provide a 
majority for the Constitution, and 
that Mr, de Valera will again be 
returned to power, for while there 
have been mutterings of discontent 
with his régime at various times, it 
is clear that he holds the imagina- 

ion of the majority of the people, 
while the sop he gives to the Roman 
Catholic Chureh in the proposed 
Constitution may be regarded as 
Aesigned to secure the adherence of

‘There is very little likelihood that 
the plan for the removal of foreign 
combatants from Spain, drawn up 
by the Committee of experts under

any success of a practical nature. 
It seems inevitable that certain of 
the nations concerned will express 
their approval of the scheme in 
principle but so condition it by 
reservations that in the end nothing 
will be done, ‘The British proposal 
on the other hand has already 
aroused sharp criticism in the 
Italian Press, and it Is quite clear 
that of the ‘two suggestions it is 
easily the most unpopular. On the 
other hand the plan proposed by 
the Committee of Experts is clearly 
a complicated one, and from many 
points of view dangerous to carry 
out. This is strongly emphasized 
in a Havas message which sums up 
some of the difficulties as; the 
problem of guaranteeing simul- 
taneous withdrawal of the foreign 
troops from both sides; the problem 
of equalizing the numbers of for~ 
eigners removed from both sides, 
and the fairness of removing them 
when they are essential to offensive 














or defensive operations already in’ 


progress, as in the case of the 
rebel forces attacking Bilbao and 
the government forces defending 
Madrid, It is quite obvious from 
the most casual perusal of the above 
that not only is the formulation of 
any plan for the withdrawal of 
these volunteers in itself a matter 
of considerable, diMeulty, but the 
carrying out of it may throughout 
the whole process give rise to diffi- 
culties the full extent of which it 
imay not at this juncture be casy 
to foresee. Indeed it bristles with 
so much potential trouble, that it 
may be not at all unlikely that were 
it ever put into effect, the period of 
such operations might prove more 
delicate than. as existed ever since 
General Franco commenced his in- 
surrection, ‘Thus while the plan 
Is a noble humanitarian gesture, 
designed to bring about an early 
termination of the struggle one way 
or the other, it is not likely to 
prove completely acceptable to the 
Powers involved, and, if it were, 
might for a time actually increase 
the dangers of a very difficult 
situation, ‘ 

So far as the civil war itself is 
concerned there js in fact very 
little change in the situation, It is 
true that the insurgerits have made 
some headway towards Bilbao, but 
the stern defence which the Basques 


are offering, has put the rebels well | _ 


behind their leader's time table, 
and still “leaves room to doubt 
whether when they have captured 
Blibao, as it seems likely they will, 
they will not have paid much too 
high a price for it, Outside Madrid 
the situation is very much the same 
stalemate as has existed for some 
months past, and, generally speak- 
ing, if General Franco has not made 
much progress towards his objec 
tives the government troops have 
done little towards bringing th 

campaign to a victorious conclusion. 
‘That Valencia has been worried by 
minor outbreaks of anarchy does 
not appear at the moment {o have’ 
any particular bearing upon the 
situation, ‘They have been quickly 
suppressed, and do not appear to 
have prejudiced the military posi- 
tion of the government. ‘They may, 
however, be taken as expressing 
to a dogree the dissatisfaction felt 
over the constitution of the new 
Government. ‘That they will amount 
to anything more than temporary. 
cbullitions is doubtful; the fate of 
the anarchist, the communist and 
anyone else whose political doctrines 
are opposed to those inspiring 
General Franco is so easily to be 








anticipated, that there can be noth- |" 


ing but eventual unity in combin- 
ing to oppose him. He has offered 
two alternatives—unconditional sur= 
vender or merciless extermination, 
and in the present spirit of Spain 
one may very well be synonymous 
of the other. At least that is what 
his opponents think and that is why 
they have put up so fanatically 
determined a resistance. 

Will Germany and Italy give 
effective support to the plan for 
withdrawal of the foreign combat- 
tants? Will the Soviet do the same 
thing? To ask them to do so, is 
to desire that they should refrain 
from all active participation in the 
strugale and take a sporting chance 
on the outcome. It is very unlikely: 
that any of them will agree to do 
‘ony such thing.“ Great Britain is 
not doing so, because she: has no| 
choice in the matter. Whichever 
side wins and establishes a per- 
manent government in Spain, will 
present a distasteful situation to 
Great Britain, for either it will be 
a Fascist State controlling the 
western end of the Mediterranean 
or a Communist, and the one is no 
more acceptable than_ the other, 
‘That has not deterred Britain from 
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following a policy best calculated 
to ensure the peace of Burope which 
hhas been and is still continuously 
threatened so long as this present 
crisis endures. ‘That it follows 
logically from the axiom that the 
government of a nation is purely 
that nation’s domestic concern is 
Inot a particularly pleasing fact to 
Jook upon, inevitable though it must 
bo, and whereas the British attitude 
thas been one of comparative aloof 
ness, from this point of view, the 
‘active intervention of other nations, 
}no matter how official or unofficial 
it' may be, has tended to aggravate 
@ very delicate situation, and one 
Which oven now requires the 
greatest care in handling. ‘Thus it 
{s probable that the very humani- 
tarian ideas which inspire the pro- 
posal for the withdrawal of foreign 
combattants from the arena will 
only serve to. complicate matters, 
‘and that the only safe policy would 
be to leave matters well alone until 
the war comes to an ond by the 
process of attrition which is already 
in operation, There is, however, no 
real guarantee that matters will be 
eft well alone, and it will not be 

‘peace has come to Spain in 
one form or another that the 
Gangers which it presents to the 
stability of European relations wil 
be removed.

Thus 
care has been taken to provide for 
due representation of the com- 
paratively meagre Liberal and 
Labour elements in the ranks of 
the Government's supporters, Sir’

It was 
always recognized that, humanly 
speaking, his membership of the 
House of Commons could not be 
prolonged for many years as he is 
heir to the barony of his father 
‘who is ninety-years-old in July. The 
creation of his viscounty now gives 
the Upper House the unusual 
experience of including father and 
‘son contemporaneously on its roll.

first-class riot, Mr. Duff-Cooper has 
gone on from success to success, 
whether as a Foreign Office official, 
a gallant Guards officer in the field, 
‘the husband of a brilliant lady or 
‘as a young Conservative prepared 
to adapt his creed to modern con- 
ditions, ‘The Admiralty will have 
Uttle cause for anxiety over the 
change at -its political head. Mr. 
Oliver Stanley hands over the Board 
of Education to Earl Stanhope and 
adds the Board of Trade to his 
record of Cabinet appointments, 
having been at the Ministry 
‘of Labour until June 1935 when he 
‘was there succeeded by Mr, Ernest 
Brown who holds that office still, 
despite confident predictions to the 
contrary. Mr. Brown evidently finds 
that an ability to shout down his 
hecklers in the House is an asset 
appreciated by his Prime Minister. 

There have been speculations on 
the complexion of a Neville Cham~ 
berlain Cabinet. They are largely 
set at rest by the clear reaffirmation 
of the National character of its 
predecessor. Especially has Mr. 
Chamberlain refuted the notion that 
he would lean more heavily on his 
right-wing Conservative supporters, 
by retaining Mr. Anthony Eder: at 
the Foreign Office and by giving 
Viscount Halifax the vacant Pre- 
sidentship of the Council. In a 
minor degree this tendency is 
further illustrated by the inclusion 
in the Ministry of a newcomer, Mr. 
RH. Bernays. Indeed, | Mr. 
Bernays' appointment may well be 
taken to throw on Mr. Cham- 
Lerlain's policy a specially infor- 
mative light. A Liberal journalist, 
Mr, Bernays recently endeavoured 
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to assess Mr. Chamberlain's qualities 
as Prime Minister in the “Fort 
nightly” 
immense powers of industry, an 
ability to' infuse into the whole 
of his administration his own high 
standards of efficiency, and above 
all a courage that oxpresses itself 
in plain language followed by frm 
action....the right pilot for the 
very difficult danger zone in for- 
eign affairs, that, with the year

“Greater tautness in administration” 
and “a new vigour in foreign 
policy” were the possibilities fore- 
‘seen by Mr. Bernays who reminded 
his readers that the Prime Minister~ 
designate was “his father's son, 
essentially a Radical”, The appoint- 
ments to the reconstructed Cabinet 
seem to bear out this view. The 
country can consequently . range 
itself under Mr. Chamberlain's 
banner with calm confidence. There 
is a suMcient blend of tried ox- 
perience and talented youth in the 
Government to justify faith in its 
leadership and capacity for voicing 
‘the national wil. 














A GRAVE AFFAIR 
June 1, 


It is to be hoped that means. to 
ascertain the full facts of the 
tragedy which has resulted in the 
loss of 23 German sailors’ lives and 
the wounding of 83 other mom- 
bers of the crew of the Deutschland 
will be readily available, It is not 
surprising that the German Govern 
ment takes a grave view of the 
incident and has considered the 
action which it regards as appro- 
priate in the circumstances. The 
Valencia authorities appear to have 
claimed that the Deutschland w 
moving in waters either assigned 
to the French patrols or beyond the 
supervision of the Non-Intervention 
Committee. This claim requires 
verification before it can be accept 
ed but even if it were correct 
there still must be ample ground 
for the German Government's con- 
tention that the action of the 
Spanish aeroplanes constitutes gross 
provocation, According to the 
messages from Berlin the Deutsch- 
land did not fire a shot, although 
she preserved ‘her “fighting power 
and ability to move”, Her Com- 
mander must therefore have acted 
with great discretion and dignity in 
a most trying situation, ‘There will 
be general sympathy with the Ger= 
man nation in its loss of so many 
gallant sons, ‘The sympathy will 
be all the greater because the 
Deutschland was engaged in a mis- 
sion of international co-operation 
which had for its primary object 
the mitigation of the evils of civil 
warfare, With poignant irony will 
Germans view the consequences of 
their participation in measures 
derived from doctrines of which 
they have been the foremost critics. 
Great Britain has herself had to 
mourn the loss of life in this Non- 
Intervention enterprise, but the 
damage done to H. M. 8. Hunter 
was probably due to an accident. 
‘The bombing of the Deutschland, 
unless the information available is 
grievously at fault, must have been 
deliberate. 


It will be seen from the official 
Jannouncement in Berlin that British, 
German and Italian warships in 
Port Majorca were victims of 
bombing from Spanish aeroplanes. 
Indeed ‘six Italian oMcors were 
killed as the result of this breach 
of international understanding. In 
consequence the Deutschland was 
forbidden to enter the port and 
lay outside in the Ibiza roadstead. 
This precaution now has proved 
vain. No-one can imagine that in 
undertaking patrol work for the 
Non-Intervention Committee the 
various naval commanders failed to 
take the appropriate steps to ensure 
distinction of thoir vessels from 
those of cither of the contending 
Spanish forees, In other words tho 
airmen could not have mistaken the 
Deutschland for other than what 
she was, Accidents of course are 
bound to happen but it seems im- 
possible that so concerted an attack 
as that which resulted in the killing, 
or wounding of more than a 
hundred German sailors could have 
been anything but deliberate, ‘The 
possibility that the airmen’ wore 
out of control cannot be dismissed 
for indiscipline has marked the 
operations of the Spanish Govern- 
‘ment’s forces from the beginning of 
the struggle. Yet, executed whether 
with or without ‘higher authority's 
approval, it is difficult to imagine 
2 more insensate act of folly.

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HAICHOW’S GREAT PROGRESS 
Much Road Development During Recent Years: Great 


Hope Entertained 
Frost oun Own 


Halchow, Moy 27. 

The changes whieh have come In 
the Holchow district, during the last 
decade and a half, are almost beyond 
bellet, ‘The trip fo Haichow by junk 
from ‘Tsingkiengpy, often took five oF 
six days on the Salt Canal, after a 
Wweok or more ‘getting from Shang- 
hal to Tsingkiangpu. Then it was 
either small boat, "barrow, sedan 
chair or Peking cart, with little 
choice between them so far as slow- 
ness goes, with the boat holding out 
the best hope for comfort. Of course 
when it rained and the boat leaked, 
gf when the boat turned out to be 
“inhabited,” there was always. the 
belated wish that some other mode 
ef travel had been chosen. 

‘When. the Lunghal Railway was 
being built trom Hsuchowfu east to- 
ward Haichow, we thought we were 
getting some speedy transportation 
When we managed to scramble out to 
Yulnho, the junction of the railway 
and the Grand Canal, and get a slow 
rough Fide over to Hsuchowfu Ina 
boxcar, on a new roadbed, pulled by 

engine that might get’ there (he 
ime day and might not. After the 
Lunghal had been built {0 Haichow, 
W start from Halchow, at a most un: 
certain hour, dla not mean at all that 
Hsuchowfu would be reached the 
Same day or even the next. When 
the summer rains came it almost al- 
Ways meant suspension of tramMe on 
the railway for days ata time, due 
to submerged, sunken or washed-out 
railway tracks. 

Now the express seldom varies trom 
the regular schedule, leaving Mal 
chow at 1140 am,” and reaching 
Hsuchowtu ‘at $20 ‘pm, five hours 
find 40 minutes for the trip. Even the 
slow train Keeps a very steady 
chedule, and in spite of frequent and 
Jong stops, makex the Journey: during, 
tne daylight hours. From Haichow 
the Langhal runs on out to the new 
harbour, on the sea, traversing some 
wonderful scenery on the latter half 


of the journey. 


‘Modern ‘Transport Faellites 

From being almost devoid’ of 
modern means of travel fifleen years 
aio, the Haichow district has come 
Into the first rank in its modern 
facilities for travel and for com- 
munications in general, Besides ro- 
gular daily express and ordinary 
{rain service and railway freight ‘er- 
vvieo, there are steamships running to 
Shanghai, ‘Tsinglao, Chefoo and other 
Ports, and motor roady connect Hal- 
chow with Sutslen, - Tsinglelangnt 
Fowning and other important cities, 
with other motor Toads now under 
consteuetion which will conncet Hal- 
chow with” Hsuchowfy,  Ichowtu, 
‘Tsingtao and still other strategie 
places. 

Bridge Badly Wanted 

If there were a bridge over the 
Yangtze either at Chinkiang or at 
Nanking, the trip trom: Halchow to 
Shanghai would be a simple matter, 
‘easily accomplished in a day, Ag. it 
Is, the river crossing prosents quite 
a'problem. “In addition to the means 
‘of communteation already’ mentioned, 
Halehow now has five. planes pet 
week ‘going both north ‘and south. 
‘The China National Aviation Corpor 
tion's dally service trom Shanghat to 
Pelping, for two days of the week, 
ces by Nanking’ and does not stop ai 
Halchow, the other ve days of the 
week have a regular stop at Haichow 
both to and {rom Shanghai. 

‘The frst attempls at building motor 
ronds in this distriet were little more 
than a levelling of some of the rough- 
er places and. the putting in some 
very poor make-shift bridges. ‘They 
cfton wound round anywhere that Ue 
‘old barrow track formerly followed. 
Now the roads are being builtin 
Jong straight stretehes, high above 
the level of the surrounding land and 
the bridges are either stone, concrete 
oF wood and of a very durable type. 
Besides the very long and costly 
bridges across tie “Halchow River, 
there are many other long bridges 
seross considerable rivers, and. the 
expense connected with building them 
has been a tremendous item in the 
voad-building budget, When Gen. 
Pel Pao-shan was in’ charge of the 
Haichow District he started modern 
rond building, but the great political 
upheaval of 1927 put an end to his 
road building before it gob well 
slarted, 

‘The real era of successful motor 
road building in this district was in- 
augurated by Mr, Mino when he was 
Distriet Inspector of the Huaipel Dis- 
trlot “Inspectorate of the Salt Ad- 
ministration, situated at Panpu. He 
showed himself to be » man of re- 
soureefulness and of great exceutive 
ability, and much of the system here 
ig a monument to his courage and 
persistence in the face of many. difl- 
culties and often in the face of very 
severe oppusition. 

Speclat Road ‘Tax 























for New Harbour 
Comestoncene 


hhas oceasioned considerable talle and 
ino little dissatisfaction. For travel 
cn the road” between Hsinpu and 
‘Panpu, a distance of less than Atteen 
miles,’ "a special tax is levied 
fon the ears which travel this stretch 
Cf road, In addition to the already 
Very heavy tax collected by the 
provincial government for its regular 
Butomobile licences, This Is avery 
important stretch of road and should 
bbe well kept up, but there does not 
jseem to be any valid reason for 
raking an extra charge for its use. 

‘Another strange thing is noted by 
almost every visitor to this district 
Jand is y source of chagrin to those 
here who have a real pride in the 
progress made In road improvement, 
2nd that is the condition of the short 
road between Haichow and Hsinpu, 
the most important four miles in the 
whole road system of this section, 
travelled by a continuous, stream of 
ail types of vehicles, This stretch 
fs about the worst to be found any- 
where in the regular motor road 
jaystem. ‘The bridges from time 10 
time are being broken by heavy 
trucks, the horse and mule carts and 
barrows, which continuously move 
‘back and forth over the road, keep It 
cut up snd in a disgraceful condi- 
tion. 

‘There should be a separate motor 
road connteting Halchow and Hsinpu, 
‘over which, only rubber-tyred trame 
ig allowed." Some years ago there 
was a definite plan to build such a 
Fond, but lack of co-operation on the 
part’ of local authorities killed the 
project. Hsinpu is the business con- 
tre of ihis district and Haichow City 
fe a favourite residential area and is 
the seat of the government, Naturally 
the travel between these iwo places 
ly suecient to keep the road erowded 
with vehicles through the day and on 
Into the night. 


Military Carts Damage Roads 

Some of the x004 motor roads have 
‘been severely damaged by the use of 
them ‘by military mule carts. Or- 
Ginary "cow and Peking carts are 
Kept off, but the military carts seem 
to have the right of way, greatly to 
the detriment of the road, and also 
Jgreatly {0 the decrease of the eff- 
Eleney of the ronds should the mill- 
tary want to use them for strategic 
[purposes for rapid transportation of 
trogps in times of national danger. 
Fortunately, not so many of the 
roads are thus abused, and the great 
hope is that only rubber-tyred veh~ 
{eles shall be allowed on any of the 
motor roads. 

‘Some of the bus companies are 
Anding “business very profitable. 
since the roads bave been improved. 
Probably one of the best paying lines 
Fung on the road which was rohabilit~ 
Aled a8 a work relief project of the 
[Ching tnternational Famine Relief 
Commission, after the flood which 
Jeome upon {his section from the Yel 
Tow River's wrest overflow about two 
years 990, This road, from Panpu 
by way of Yangehiach\ to Hsiang- 
Jshuikowtsih, traverses aw densely 
populated distriet and one which is 
feapable of great commercial develop- 
iment, If 9 good bridge were put over 
the big tide-water river at Hsiang- 
shuikowtsih, thus linking this road 
with the one from there is Fowning, 
there would be still greater trate. 

"The government's plan to link up 
hsien eities, by good motor roads, is 
‘well on the way to realization. ‘The 
Prospects for continuous improvement. 
Cf the roads are also bright. In the 
past, "many roads were built and 
Jailowed to deteriorate to the point 
fof uselessness. 

New Harbour Being Built 
Bofore leaving the subject of im= 
‘oved communications, it should be 
Said that the building” of the New 
Harbour at Lienyun ‘hos marked a 
great stop forward. in ocean-foing, 
frame, This harbour should by. all 
meant be earried into the next stage 
in its development andthe original 
plans for a really great ocean ter- 
final be ecrried out. Until the 
Breakwater is carried all the way 
neross to the island In front of the 
herbour, and until it is developed to 
the point that larger ocean going ves-

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FAMINE TALES 


Horrors of Cannibalism 
Foods Distributed: 


By HAwon 


Unusual sidelights on the Szechuen 
famine conditions are contained in 
the latest issue of the "Peipeh Month- 
ly." a Chinese reconstruction period 
cal published Ly the Sanchin Experi- 
mental District in Szechuen, This 
experiment centre has sent out 
several hundred Investigators into 
the famine district, and reports some 
of the first reliable information, 
Cannibalism frequently reported by 
Chinese newspapers has been verified 
‘by several investigators. For example, 
in “Chinhua District a magistrate 
named “Meng found ‘one roasted 
hhuman leg, an uncooked arm, a boiled 
heart and a liver. Upon further in- 
vestigation, it was proved that three 
men had killed a boy and a girl be- 
longing to the families of Pan and 
Han, had boiled the corpses, and 
shared the meal. Since Magistrate 
‘Meng could find no existing laws for 
the punishment of cannibalism, he 
turned the three men over to the 
provinelal government, Other eases 
were also referred to’ Governor Liu 
Hslang by district magistrates. 


Bean and Sesame Pills 


Hunger pills for preserving tite 
with the smallest possible expense 
have been distributed by the Sanchia 
experiment headquarters. ‘These pills 
‘are made in 10-pint batches, of which 
seven parts are soyw beans, and 
three parts. sesame, First the’ beans 
are steamed and the skins plucked 
‘off, ‘Then they are steamed” three 
times more, and dried slowly In the 
sunshine after each heating. Finally 
they are mashed into a pulp, pressed 
into balls about the size of walnuts, 
and allowed to harden. One batch 

provide €00-700 people, and each 
pill will last, sevoral. days 

(This highly concentrated food is 
similar to the nourishment for Aretle 
dogs, which is likewise eaten very 
sporingly. Peler Preuchen in his 
recent book “Arctic Adventure” says 
that dogs eating seal fat and working 
all day will be hungry only twice 
4 week; dogs out of harness eat but 
‘once a week.) 

“Another kind of famine pill is de- 
siimed as a laxative for the thousands 
of farmers who are eating tree bark 
and roots, green grass or while earth, 
‘With such a high roughage content, 
the stomach often becomes bloated, 
causing death. ‘The special pills dis: 
tributed by the reconstruction leaders 
are based wpon beans. A halt pint 
fof sesame seedy and a half pint of 
‘Lrown beans are boiled together and 
the skins plucked. "To this founda- 
lon one pound of native medicines 
Je added, Including equal parts of 
dried ainger, pachyma cocos, glycyr= 
rhiza, ‘and aspidium  faleatuim, ‘The 
mixtiire Is held together by a tittle 
honey. Bach pill is about the size 
fof a coin, and one a day Ix suMclent 
to counteract the dangers of grass 
ana eerth. 

Godldesy of Merey Earth 

Like manna in the Hebrew stories 
of the Old Testament, the Chinese 
famine sufferers have a special 
nourishment which they regard as a 
itt from the gods; it is called 
Goddess of Merey earth, White in 
eolour, generally, and of fine texture 
ike chalk, 1t eruimbles readily in the 
hand, thotigh resembling a rock until 
handied, Tt la generally mined in 
‘the hillsides, One such mine near 
Wanhsien has resembled an ant bill 
for six months, a steady stream of 
farmers entering and leaving 24 
hours a day. Refugees have travelled 
‘upward of 200 Ii (70 miles) to reach 
thig_mine. 

‘At the mine near Chienhsien the 
caters of this. Merey Earth have 
developed a superstition that the 
brown earth Is corn, and the white 
earth ig rlee, If a man once begins 
fo eat corn, he must never change 
over to rie, Investigators were un- 
fable to discover whether there is any 
selentine grounds for this belief. 


Ghost of the Famine 


A ghost of the famine, quite similar 
to the American, Indian ‘superstition 
described in Longfellow's “Hiawatha.” 
has caused quite a commotion in 
Klangehinghsien. ~ A erowd worship- 
ping the god of rain was worked up 
to fever piteh by an oratorical fana- 
le. More than half the city popula 
tion then rushed to the dast city 
gate, seized the imaginary ghost, said 
to be short like a pysmy, and overy 
man present was given a chance to 
Beat the unseen spirit before it was 
thrown into the moat. ‘The city 
fathers were confident that this 
‘would move the heart of heaven. 

Another interesting religious rite 
was staged by a group of Buddhist 
priests at Kaohsien. Imilating the 
anelent priesls of Baal, they forbade 
the slaughter " of animals, ordered 
every townsman to take a bath (a 
Soelat revolution in itself), and. all 
people over three years of age were 
ordered to fast until rain came. The

SZECHUEN MILITARY 
SITUATION 


Nanking Demands that Part! 
Of Army be Disbanded 
By W, Lewssoun 


Chengtu, May 22. 

Chengtu is going through one of its 
periodical states of tension. ‘The 
wildest rumours are flying about; 
soldiers stand guard at the street 
‘corners, merchanis are refusing to 
Jaccept ‘provincial notes. Everybody 
is sure that things are going to break, 
though nobody knows exaclly why 
and when it will happen. ‘The 
trouble, if it does come, will ‘be this 
time not one of .the usual private 
‘quarrels of two’ warlords, but a 
struggle between the provincial 
authorities and the Central Govern- 
ment. 

It is said that the main bone of 
contention is the demand by Nanking 
for the disbandment of part of the 
provincial army which is believed to 
number nearly 200,000 men. Gen. 
Liu Hsiang himself who is a really 
sick man—he is suffering from 
diabetes—probably only” wants to 
be left in peace, and might 
be willing to concede the Central 
Government's demands, But the 
trouble is that his military henchmen 
‘and the not inconsiderable “Szechuen 
Tor the ‘Szechuenese” party donot 
regard their being stripped of power 
with any dogree of satisfaction and 
are busy urging the general to resist 
Nanking. 

‘From what I have seen and heard 
of the Szechuen troops, T should not 
think that they’ stand a dog's chance 
in an open fight with the Central 
Government forees. There are still, 
‘moreover, certain disgruntled ex-war 
lords hanging around, with armies of 
thelr own, who are ‘more likely to 
come in against Gen. Liu Hsiang than 
fon his side. An open challenge to| 
Nanking could, therefore, only have 
fone ending, an ending that, as a 
matter of fael, would be in the best 
interests of the people of Szechuen. 

But the chief concern of the 
ordinary citizen is that, whether 
Aghting did bresk out or whether 
Gen. Liu Hsiang accepted the inevit- 
able and ordered the disbandment of 
his forces, the undisciplined Szechuen 
soldiery are likely to selze the op- 
Portunity to break out and loot the 
city. The situation is therefo 
precarious, if perhaps not political, at 
‘any rate for the peaceable citizens of 


Chengtu, 
Crisis Passes 


Nanking, May 20. 
‘The most critical stage in the Sze- 
chuen situation has passed, according, 
to arrivals from Chengtu and Chung- 
king. They admit, however, that the 
position was precarious about Of 
15, when it was just “touch and 50” 
whether there would be fighting. 

‘After the interview between Gen- 
eral Chiang Kai-shek and General 
Liu Han-shen, personal representa 
tive of Goneral Liu Hsiang, much of 
the misunderstanding between the 
Contral Government and the provin- 
cial authorities was cleared up, and 
beth parties are now trying to reach 
‘on amicable tolution of their dificul~ 
ties. 

‘On May 15 the vanguards of the 
‘Central Government troops marching. 
towards Chungking were only a mile 
away from a line held by Szechuen 
provincial troops. A single —shot| 
‘would have started a ball 

In Chengtu_the situation was no 
less serious. The Gzechuen general 
in commond of the Chengtu garrison 
was in favour of disarming _ the| 
Nanking cadets of the Chongtu 
branch of tho Central Military 
Academy, and only the timely inter~ 
vention ‘by General Liu Hsiang! 
prevented this move, which would 
Inevitably “have resitled in hes! 
ties.

Following the announcement of a 
desire by both the Generalissimo!

‘organization of over 200,000 Szechuen

‘The Norwegian Legation and the 
Vice-Consulate in Hankow have been 
Urelessly working on the case, while 
many foreign missionaries and a 
Dumber of Chinese officials have 
rendered valuable help in many ways.

Satisfied with the performance of 
its first long-distance experimental 
machine, the Aeronautical Institute 
of the Tokyo Imperial University to» 
@ay announced that it would imme. 
ately’ start construction of a second 
similar ‘craft. 

‘Designed to cireumnavigate the 
globe with only three refuelling 
stops, the first aeroplane fuled 
expectations on ‘Tuesday when it 
showed exceptionally high buoyancy 
in a brief flying test at the Haneda 
airport here. 

Capt, Yuzo Fujita, Army test pilot, 
said the machine took to the air after 
‘Tun of only 250 metres and attained 
a height of 1,000" metres in five

Present Position in Union Outlined at Dinner at 


Country Club: Toast to 


Sir A. and Lady Mossop 


'NION Day, the national holiday of South Africa, which ‘com- 


memorates the unification 


of Cape Colony, the Transvaal, 


Natal and Orange Free State, was celebrated in Shanghai on May 


a1 by a dinner at the Country 


Club, when Mr."P. D. G. Gain, 


honorary ‘Trade Commissioner in ‘China for the Union of South 
Africa, sat at the head of the table, with representatives of the 


‘Mother Country and the Dominions on either side of him. 


Items 


of entertainment were contributed by Mrs, Gain, Mr, L. H. Barton 


and Mr. Gerald F. Steed. 

‘After the Loyal Toasts, Mr. J. W. O. 
Davidson, HM, acting Consul-General, 
rose to ‘propose the toast of the 
Union. 

Mr, Davidson took the foundation 
of that Dominion” as proof of the 
truth of Burke's famous saying that 
magnanimity in polities is not seldom 
the truest wisdom. Quoting General 
Smuts’ classle tribute to the British 
Commonwealth of nations capacity 
for encouraging various individuali- 
ties ‘and yet seeming to retain their 
own vigorous characteristics in de~ 
velopment and genius, Mr, Davidson, 
‘lled Lord Hailsham’s recent speech 
to the Dominion Prime Ministers in 
London, in confirmation of that virile 
ity. 

‘in reply, Mr, Gain said that the 
27 ‘years since ‘the Union had been 


full of momentous events, but in 
China they did not hear’ much of 
what was going. on. He would 


therefore like to tell them something 
fof the present position. ‘The public 
debt was £257,000,000, out of whieh 
practically all railways and harbours 
‘were constructed, ‘These were rev~ 
enue-produeing, and were owned and 
‘operated by the government; deduct 
Ing the money invested in them, the 
net debt of the country was about 
£87,000,000, 
Favourable ‘Trade 

He went on to give some itluminat- 
ing Mgures concerning the external 
trade of the country; the favourable 
balance last year was £28,000,000. 
Gold was, of course, the chief com- 
modity sent abroad, to the value of 
‘262,000,000, wool came second with 
'£10,000,000, ‘while diamonds were 
third and fruit products fourth, No 
less than £99,000,000 of the £114,000,- 
000° of their exports went to’ the 
United Kingdom. Over half of the 
Imports came from British territories, 
and there were also some sausage 
‘casings and monkey nuts from China.

“Time was, as you all know, when 
Mother was rather an autocrat, and 
felt that children were there simply 
to do as they were told without right 
fo opinions of their own—with the 
result that one of them ran away 
and. set up in life for himself as 
Unele Sam."

the situation was reported as quiet 
last night, the factory being closed.

Servants, awakened by the noise 
upstairs, rushed to thelr master’s bed- 
oom and found him suffering from - 
head wounds. While he was being 
taken off to the Sto, Maric Hospital, 
the French Police were notified of 
the ineldent, and an enquiry was set 
fon foot, Meanwhile Lie had managed 
fo make good his escape from the 
bathroom ‘down a drain pipe, the 
means by which he entered the 
bullding.

6JFOR many years I have worked abroad in different diplomatic 
capacities and I must say there is still a great deal of mis- 
understanding about the great economic, political and social changes 


which are‘taking place in my country, 





said Mr. D, Bogomolov, 


Soviet Ambassador to China, in an address on the “New Constitu- 
tion of the U.S.S.R.” before the China Institute of Pacific Relations, 


the Pan-Pacific Association, and the Soviet-Chinese Associ

Culture Relations at the Park Hotel on May 25. 


It this inisunderstanding could have 
byeen explained in the carly days of 
the Union, owing to the lack of 
genuine information from the coun- 
try barred by warfronts from the 
ouside world, this explanation was: 
obsolete now that the Soviet Govern- 
ment had normal relations with the 
countries of the world, the country 
was visited by tourists, and a num- 
ber of books had been published 
‘The only possible answer to the mis- 
understanding must therefore be pre- 
Judie, based on hatred against a new 
social order. 

‘Those brought up in the belief that 
the capitalist order was the higher 
form of human society did not want 
to sce Socialism, which excluded the 
exploitation of man by man, arise. 
‘This hatred was so great at at 
times it amounted. to. self-hypnosis 
against the country and any news 
concerning its industrial growth of 
power, This state of things was bad, 
although the people of the Soviet 
Union were not so very offended by 
the lack of attention, for it made| 
them laugh. 

“I must note with satisfaction that 
Chinese public opinion, with a few 
exceptions, has broadly speaking 
rightly understood the great inter= 
national importance of the new Con- 
stitution,” he went on, Facts were 
stubborn things, and whether one 
liked them or not, it was better to 
study them and Know them Instead 
‘of remaining wilfully blind to them, 





Industrial Changes 

‘The rst thing he would place be~ 
fore them was the recent industrial 
changes In the Soviet Union. ‘The: 
Inerease in productive capacity was 
not only the result of the increased 
number of workers in mills and 
factories, but also the result of the 
inerense’ In the productive eapacity 
of the workers, ‘The greatest pro? 
Jem faced during the time of the 
Five Year Plan was the comparative 
ly low productive capacity’ of the 
workers who at that time had not 
yet mastered the operation of the 
hhew and complicated machines, ‘That 
dimeulty was now over. 

‘Two important tendencies were the 
rapid development of industry, result. 
ing in the immense growth’ of the 
economic and political importance of 
the country, and the rapid growth in 
the productive capacities of every 
Worker and peasant, which presup+ 
posed the progress in their cultural 
and technical development, "The 
third decisive. factor was. a. colossal 

















growth of the so-called “socialist 
sector” jn national economy; | this 
“gocialist sector” comprised those 


branches of national economy which 
were developed on a social basis. 

In 1935, 97.8 per cent. of the whole 
agricultural production came trom 
the socialist sector and 2.2 per cent, 
from individual peasant, directly op- 
posite to the 1924 figures. ‘This fact 
was of very great political signific- 
nee, changing the psychology of tho 
peasant masses decisively in favour: 
of socialism. ‘To-day, the superior- 
ity ‘of the socialist method in agri- 

ullure had been proved to them by 
200,000 tractors workings in the fields 
of the Soviet Union and by the raise 
Ing of their standard of living. 

With rogard {o Slalin’s Constitu. 
tion, as it” was called, they were 
materialists, believing that the being 
determined’ the consclousness and 
that external surroundings played, © 
decisive role in the creation of’ 2 
personality; at the same time, they 
believed that great personalities em- 
bodied in themselves the aspirations 
of a certain part of the soclely of a 
certain nation and of a certain class, 
In Stalin, az in Lenin, were embodied 
the aspirations and’ hopes of the: 
working class and all peoples of the 
Union, and these were to be found 
in the new Stalinist Constitution, 


Basle Principle 














to cach according to the work per- 
formed.” Every citizen in the Union 
had the right to demand from the 
Government payment according to 
the results of his labour. Criticisms 
that this prinelple was a departure 
from Communist principles proved 
nothing more than’ short-sightedness 
and the absence of common sense. 
They believed that the highest form 
of human society was the Communist 
Society where all was based on the 
principle embodied in the Constitu- 














duets that all the needs of everybody 
‘can be satisfied and when everybody | 
will consider his labour for society 
hot as an obligation but as a plea- 
sure,” went on Mr. Bogomolov. “It 
Is clear that until that stage of econo- 
mic and cultural development is| 
Teached, it is Idle talk to speak about. 
the distribution of products accord- 
Ing to the needs of everybody.” 

‘his was why so much importance 
was paid to the development of the 
Stakhanoft movement; Stakhanoff 
succeeded in rationalizing his work 
80 that his production increased 
tremendously during the same soven- 
hour day. ‘The success of this move- 
‘ment yave them the assurance that 
some day the Communist order would 
become a reality. 


Dictatorship Remains 


‘The dictatorship of the proletariat 
remained, but two points had to be 
kept in mind. Firstly, it would be 
wrong ta.epply the (erm “proletariat” 
fo the working class, for there were 
no eapitalists tn the Union, the means 
‘Of producing belonging to the State, 
the leading power of which was the 
working class, Secondly, the word 
lietalorship” meant the guidance of 
society by the Stale in the hands of 
a certain cfasy, oF in the Soviet 
Union, the hands of the new working 
class. 

“Being eneircled by capitalist coun- 
tries, some of which are not at all 
friendly, the Soviet Union is obliged 
to strengthen her military power and 
be ready for any emergency. On the 
other hand, as the last two trials of 
the ‘TroWskyist traitors have shown, 
the latter, although not having any 
basls in the country, but being sup- 
ported and financed by foreign 
agents, still can do quite a great 
deal of harm. 

“rhe failure of thelr eubversive 
activities was recently publicly de- 
plored in a foreign country by an im~ 
portant representative of aggressive 
Inllitary elreles.—It proves once more 
the justice of the sentence and no 
Government, however _ democratic| 
it’ may. be, dares show mercy to- 
wards those who become traitors to 
their own people and their own 
country.” 

Democratic Spirit 


‘The best proof of how the demo- 
cratic spirit had impregnated "the 
masses of the Union was in the fact 
that the dratt of the new Constita~ 
tion was discussed for four months 
by the. whole nation before it was 
Presented to. the. Sth. Extraordinary 
Congress of Soviets; there was no 
factory, no institution ‘and no collec- 
five farm where the draft had not 
Hieon discussed, and thousands of 
concrete proposals were sent 10 the 
Central’ Executive Committee for 
consideration ase to. ino 

Te might interest them 1 
that the principle of secret ballot 
‘was ‘already. being realized in all 
public organizations, and first of all 
I all party and Wadesunion “elec 
ons. ‘On dune 1, new elections in 
these trade union’ organizations, for 
Instance, would be on the basis of 
secret ballot. 

‘To. show how the Soviet. -system 
guaranteed ‘diferent nationalities 
their free development, he would 
ake for an. example the ‘Tartar 
‘Autonomous ‘Republic, which had a 
iad time before the revolution. Now 
{twas organized in an, autonomous 
Fepublic, with its republic centre at 
Kazan; the population of the republic, 
‘was about three million people. In 
1013, 83 per ‘cent. of the population 
was’ illiterate; to-day, there wore 
2700 “elementary "schools and. 720 
middle schools, with 850,000 children 
tending them. Tn addition, there 
‘were twelve universities and colleges 
nd 35" technical schools. 

Women's Position 

‘The last point he would touch upon 
was the position “of women in the 
USSR. ‘He could not avold speaking 
on this’ subject, for "Just, imagine, 
hhow could T speak about the life of 
a country if T forget 80 per cent. of 
{ts population?" ‘That would be not 

nly an injustice but the greatest 
Stupidity, for a natlon could achieve 
its fullest development only when 
every man and woman was on the 
Same basis of equality, and when every 
eltizen had similar, opportunities for 
the development ot personal capec- 
ties. 

If you take into consideration 
that the Soviet Union is one of the 
youngest countries in the world (70 


























“But this ean be achieved when 
there is such an abundance of pro- 


per cent. of its population are below 
30 years of age), you will understand 
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JAPANESE CELEBRATE NAVY DAY 
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that now, after 20 years of the Soviet 
system, the full equality of women is 
‘an axiom which does not need to be 
Proved. As the capitalist order itself 
so the inequality of women, for the 
largest and youngest half’ of the 
population of my country is some~ 
thing which belongs to the past. The 
progress of women in the Soviet Union 
fs really amazing.” 

In every sphere of life, including 
administration, they were’ advancing 
more and more, und he was sure the 
time was not faraway when the 
‘equilibrium of both sexes in economic, 
political and cultural spheres would 
be achieved. Last year, a decree 
prohibiting abortions was published, 
{o raise the ery from hostile critics 
broad. that this was nothing more 
than the limitation of women's free 
dom. ‘These critics forgot, firstly, 
that the deeree was introduced after 
being publicly “discussed at many 
thousands of meetings in all parts of 
the country, and after the great 
majority of whom voted in favour of 
it; and secondly, that in the Soviet 
Union the bringing-up of children 
‘was not a burden ona mother from 
2 material point of view. 











State and Women 


Quite apart from the fact that, 
jer the now law, it was almost 
impossible for a father to avoid 
responsibility in paying alimony, the 
State did all it could to satisfy’ the 
needs of mothers. The law guar 
anteed ‘every woman four months 
Yeave with ‘full pay in case of 
pregnaney—two months before and 
two after the birth of the child, 
Mothers suckling their children were 
given special intervals during work- 
ing hours to feed thelr children, 
‘while a net of children’s eréches and 
ki covered the Soviet 





‘Having done this, the Soviet 
Government considered it quite op- 
portune to undertake measures for 
the improvement of the health of 
the nation, because it was clear that 
the use of abortions on a large scale 
influencing the health of the na- 
ion in a very bad way. Besides, 
contraceptive measures are not pro: 
hibited." 
‘Article 122 of the new Constitu- 
tion read:—

Atomic Research 

Tt was learned, however, that the 
Institute ig at presont concentrating 
especially on atomle research, "From 
time to time," he explained, "one par- 
ticular fleld of science monopolizes, 
practically the entire attention of 
Foseareh workers. With fleree deter- 
mination, they spend all thelr ener- 
iiles In exploring this particular feld 
fof science, ‘Then they are led on to 
Something’ more advanced, to which 
they transfer energies. Research into 
the nature of the atom now occupies 
the most prominent place. Since the 
beginning of the century, remarkable 
strides have been made in our know- 
edge of the atom.” 

Professor Bohr sald that atomic 
rescarch had served to unite two 
branches “of sclence which were 
hitherto considered as different— 
physiee and chemistry. He referred 
to the Intricate machines used in the 
Inborntories of alomle research 





workers for measuring the atom, and 
{esting it under different conditions 






nerry-go-round” for whieling 
Ht around at terrife speeds. “Split- 
ting the atom” he regarded as an ex- 
pression ‘which tickled the fancy of 
the general public, pointing out that 
it was already possible to separate 
some of the component parts of the 
atom, and examine them. Atomic re- 
search is now being related 10 
biological research, and is revealing. 
many mysteries as to the nature of 
living matter. 

"The whole thing seems rather like 
fairy tale", sald Professor Bohr, 
“and yet it is all so simple when 
fone comes to discovering the laws by 
which these minute particles of mat 
fer operate, ‘There is nothing my- 
sterfous about them”, 






Co-operation Needed 

Professor Bohr emphasized that 
esearch into the atom would be im- 
Possible without the closest co-opera- 
tion between scientists of many dif- 
ferent nationalities. One of the prin- 
cipal centres. of "scientific research 
was Cambridge, while in ‘France, 
Germany, and especially in Amer~ 
fca, tremendous strides were being 
‘made. When scientists of one coun- 
try made an important diseovery, 
they communicated it to those pf 
other countries. Results were pooled, 
and the discovery of one benefitied 
ail, In this manner, knowledge was 
made available to ‘scientists of ‘all 
nationalities. In selence, there was 
no nationalism and no ‘polities, and 








all worked with a common purpase 
in view. 


Bohr, .were showing such intense In- 
terest’ in the work of selence, and 
such willingness to help in. every 
way possible, that they should soon 
be able to co-operate in an effective 
‘manner with selentists of other coun- 
tries. 

Professor Bohr sald that he had 
started out on this tour of other 
countries with the Intention of meet- 
Ing scientists of different. nationall 
ties, and strengthening thelr co-oper 
tion “with Danish scientists. He. is 
fiving lectures at many different 
places in the course of his tour, and 
feat present in-Nanking.. While in 
Japan, he received a high decora- 
tion from the Emperor in recognition 
of his selentifte work. 

‘A Nobel prizeman in Physies, Pro- 
fessor Bohr’ is a member of the Nor- 
Wegian and’ Finnish Academy of 
Selences, and the Seientifle Societies 
of Upsala and Gottinger

his country, but happily their people 
were now ‘acquiring intelligent and 
hhard-headed processes of | thought 
whieh did not yield to specious ex- 
hotlation or mob fervour, or to ap- 
peals to. racial and national prej- 
hidice.

‘The srisly discovery was made at 
In the immediate neighbourhood of 
the Kookazah Japanese Crematorium. 

Inquest Mela

authorities established that the woman 
hhad been dead about 17 hours. As 
no traces of violence were found on 
her body, Japanese police tended to 
believe it was a ease of sulcide, 

Clad in a. striped kimono, the 
woman was about § feet 8 Inches tall, 
and plump. She wore her hair tied 
Inthe back in a knot.

We live in a most restless 
age. 

'No one seems to have a good word 
for the specially and_ expensively 
constructed Cathedral School build- 
Ings which appear to have cost the 
best part of $700,000,

moment, 1 simply don't believe the 
Cathedrat Sehoot is either unhealthy 
‘OF unsuitable for the purpose of 2 
‘boys day school, which is its funetion, | 
T don’t believe ‘this! 

T notice that Mr. J. H. Liddell ond| 
Mr. A. E, Seddon, who are governors 
‘Of the school, join in frightening the 
British community that the schoo! 
‘may not be able to continue, for, says 
Mr. Liddell—"Leftasit Is, the School 
will gradually ‘drift, downhil"—and. 
says Mr, Seddon.."......the’ School 
may in the near futtire be unable to 
continue.” 

‘These gentlemen are yovernors, #9 
may be presumed to be in a pesliton

But to my matter-of-fact mind, it 
4s quite astonishing that an old~ 
‘established school with splendid pre- 
mises, with an Endowment Fund of 
$87,000 ‘per annum, anda further 
fund of $117,000 in’ investments, and 
with 110 pupils ‘on its roll-—"may 
in the near future be unable to con 

How does it come about that at 
this tale date no playing Meld of thelr 
‘own has been provided for the boys? 
For that is the main point which 
hhas caught’ the Imagination of the 
British community in connection with 
this appeal. ‘ 

T. notice that Professor Barker 
tells the people about schools at 
Oundie ‘and Leeds in England. but 
what these distant places have got 
to do with Shanghai is diMicult to 
understand. 

Says the professor—"I_have_no 
hesitation in saying that under 
resent conditions it is not only im- 
possible for Mr. Matthews to balance 
his courses as he would wish “and 
as they ought to be balanced, but 
it is also impossible for him to think 
clearly about the desirable balance 
under. the conditions whieh at present 
prevail.” 

Tam sure that many British will 
































feel much impressed by such abra- 
cadabra, but I happen to know there 
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fare a large number of other British 
here’ who regard this kind of word 
spinning es s0 much apple sauce. 
‘The success of a school depends 
fon the men and women who teach, 


‘tnd on their capacity for interesting 
thelr pupils and making their lessons 
a fascinating game and adventure, 
Instead of a laborious and tiresome 
task 

Parents are only too anxious to find 
masters and mistresses who have the 
genius for teaching by Interesting 
thelr pupils and gripping their tm- 

ination and curiosity to learn. 

Only a few years ago I believe 
there were over 200 boys at the 
‘School, and it Is just as well for the 
British community to understand 
that the subseribing of large, sum 
‘of money Is certainly not gol 
Change the management, policy and 
Spirit of the school. 

It an expensive new! building Is 
stuck up amid the pastures of far 
Hungjao, what commonsense reason 
is there. for supposing that parents 
‘will want to send thelr boys all those 
miles. to school, more than to the 
highly convenient centre in which it 
is now located? 

Lads ride with their Dads in the 
car to school in. the morning now, 
nd its good fun’for both of them. 
But how tn the world are boys to 
{get to Hungiao, except the few lucky 
boys whose parents have a couple of 
cars? 

‘There ig such a thing as not 
knowing when one is well off, and 
It'seems tome that all this pothe 
over bricks and mortar in far Hung- 
Jao is, in the outcome, going to Mnish 
the Cathedral School for good and 

I unless some of the authorities 
fare careful. 

"The Council stuck up a couple of 
beautiful incinerators at a cost of 
$2,300,000 a few years ago, and. they 
now adorn ‘the landscape ‘as monu- 
ments of British perspleacity and 
foresight! They have turned out to 
be uselesst 

Tam sorry, Mr. Editor, to have to 
express views that are So contrary 
fo the present passing enthusiasm, 
but I do not believe the troubles of 
the Cathedral School arise from its 
premises and present situation at all, 
But from quite other causes that 
politeness demands need not be 
specified. This School has done its 
food work for 31 years and would 
Go well to stick to the “Old Piteh,” 
for Fate has a strange way of play- 
ing tricks and lots of people who 
have moved from the “Old Pitch” 
‘and thought they could do better 
elsewhere, have Wished themselves 
back when it is to late. 

“You have collected enough money 
to do all sorts of pleasant things for 
British boys in Shanghai, but to 
stick’ up another building in far 
Hungjao and vacate the fine premises 
in the Cathedral Close strikes me 
as an example of British extravage 
ance and inuddled mindedness. The 
Coronation will be forgotten in six 
‘months, but the School has got 10 
continue its valuable work, and it 
Seems foolish to waste huge sume 
of money at this present juncture!

‘The Commissioner of Police reports 
that the {otal of 2,159 cases of crime 
dealt with by the Police during Aprit 
‘shows an decrease of 138 compared 
with that for Mareh and on increase 
of 471 as compared with the figure 
for the corresponding month of ast 
year, Arrests for crime committed 
Show a decrease as compared with 
ast month and an increase over the 
figuee “for, Pobrunry, 2107, persons 
having been arrested in April as 
dgsinst 2218 in Moreh and L067 In 
February, In addition, 141 persons 
‘were taken into custody for erimes 
committed in previous months. 
Sixty-five persons were arrested on 
behalf of other authorities. 

‘Two cases of murder were reported. 

A’male Chinese was shot by one of 
three robbers who had gained en- 
wane to his hong when he attempted 
to atrest one of the gang. The 
vietim later succumbed to his ine 
Juries, ‘The culprits escaped. 

‘A. female Chinese was fatally 
stabbed by her paramour, the offender 
Tater attempting to commit, suicide. 
Jealousy was the motive for this 
rime, ‘The accused is awaiting 
trial for murder, 

‘Three cases of attempted murder 
occurred. 

‘A male Chinese, white walking 
along Avenue Road, was fired at by 
an armed. mun, receiving a slight 
flesh wound. "The assailant had 
demanded money {rom the vietim and 
“upon the latter raising an alarm, shot 
hhim and made good his escape. 

About 20 relatives and friends of a 
Chinese host became ill after partake 
ing food in his home. “An analysis, 
‘showed that arsenic had been mixed 
in the food. One male Chinese, 
relative of the host, was arrested and 
charged but was found not guilty. 


Robbers Killed and Woun

HEALTH REPORT FOR APRIL 

In his report to the Shanghai Muni- 
cipal Couneil for April, the Commis- 
sioner of Public Health states. that 
there was a decrease in the death- 
rates of both foreign and Chinese 
residents, whilst notifiable com- 
‘municable diseases in general also 
diminished. 

‘Although smallpox was still present 
in sporadic form the intensive vac- 
ination work undertaken annually 
by the Deparlment ceased at the end 
of the month by which date a total 
of 252,183 persons had been vaccinat- 
td since last October. This is rough- 
ly one-third of the Chinese popula- 
tion in the Settlement and, if we 
were able to eliminate transients and | 
others who for various reasons elther 
object to, or Ignore vaccination, and 
maintain ‘this figure yearly, the risks 
‘of an outbreak of smallpox in epide- 
mie form in the Seltlement would| 
‘s00n be reduced to a minimum. To 
meet a prevailing demand facilities 
for anti-smallpox vaccination will be. 
available until further notice in all 
Branch Health Offices, but the hot 
‘weather will soon render vaccination 
both unlikely to “take” and undesir~ 
able owing to greater risk of conta. 
mination. 

‘Arrangements were completed t0| 
‘eommence the usual anti-cholera in- 
‘seculation work on May 1. A notifica- 
tion in’ the press gave details of the 
scope of our organization and employ- 
fers of mass labour, in particular, are 
requested (o co-operate with the De- 
partment in taking advantage of the 
‘services offered. 

Tn the past few months there have 
been various references to fatalities 
throughout the Shanghai area due to 
the consumption of a species of sh 
known as Woo Dung or Globe or 
Bladder Fish. ‘The sale of this Ash 
by Chinese stall-holders in Municipal

Communicable Disease 

With the exception of relapsing. 
fever, measles, and malaria, there

Relapsing Fever.—Three foreign 
cases were notified Two of the 
addvesses given were Chinese lodging 
houses whilst the third was of no 
fixed abode. Of the 37 Chinese cases 
notified, 22 were convicts in the’ 
Municipal Gaol who had contracted 
the disease prior to their entry; three 
‘were taken from the detention cells 
in Police Stations whilst the others. 
were mostly of the beggar class. 

Malaria—The five foreign cases 
notified all resided in the Eastern dis- 
tet. “Of 27 Chinese cases notified, 
13 were from the Eastern district (9) 
from. a cotton mill on Pingliang. 
Road), eight were from the Western 
district, two in the Central district, 
and the rest were of no fixed abode. 

‘Typhoid Fevers—None of the three| 
foreign cases notified had received 
any prophylaxis. Thirty-four Chinese

DEFECTIVE VALVE FOUND 


Reporting on the recent accident in 
‘Whangpoo Road due to the escape of 
ammonia fumes at the China Egg. 
Produce Company premises, Miss E- 
M. Hinder, of the Council's industrial 
‘Section, states that the immediate 
eatise Was a defective safety valve on 
fone of four ammonia receivers on the 
kround floor by the Egg Factory 
premises. Each container is approx- 
imately 20 feet long by 18 inches in 
diameter. The normal pressure. in 
the container was stated to be 150- 
100 Ib. a square inch, but it is pos-

‘@ square inch, but apparently it 
operated at a pressure lower than 
this.

David. recalled, that he knew 
that “his wife was suffering from 
‘melancholia, and on May 17 she told 
him ‘that she intended t commit 
suicide, On May 19, after hav 
ing taken two tubes of Veronal 
away from wife, “he found 
them missing, and asked her if 
she had taken them. At first, 
she denied having taken them, but 
Tater admitted that she had done so. 
Me took them away from where she 
‘had placed them, and talked with 
her for about 20’ minutes. 

‘He went over to his mother’s flat, 
and asked her to keep an eye on 
his wife. He then left, feeling that | 
it was safe to leave his wife for half 
a day or so, He went to the 
pharmacy where the Veronal had 
been purchased, returned the tubes, 
‘nd gave instructions for them never 
to send anything else to the house. 
He also told his boy that if anything 
did arrive, it was not to be given 
to Mrs. David. 

‘After Mrs. David's death, he found 
a letter on the chest of drawers 
‘addressed to him in her handwriting. 
‘The Coroner, aftor reading the letter, 
remarked that it was obviously 
farewell otter. Mr. David said 
that he had been having his wife 
treated for depression. ‘There ws 
a history of melancholia in her 
family, 2 

Evidence was also given by Dr. 
H, Mertens and Miss Rachel Nathan, 
Dr. Mertens sald that he had been 
‘Mrs. David's physician for 14 years. 
She had suffered from nerves, and 
was affected badly by her change of 
life." He knew ‘that she suffered 
from melancholia, but did not know 
that it was serious until "he was 
informed about the Veronal. Melan- 
cholia, he explained, was sometimes 
hereditary, but was always a promres- 
sive disease. 

Miss Nathan stated that Mrs, David 
was nervous, and had suffered from 
insomnia for several months.

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WHITHER THE CHURCH? 
By Turasyuvus 


I read Bishop Curtis's letter to) 
the Editor last Monday with very’ 
considerable interest, as T read the 
Archbishop of Canterbury's “Recall 
to Religion”. I read them both 
with much uneasiness. Why? ‘That 
is what I will endeavour to explain. 
I am not s0 old as the two re- 
presentatives of the Church referred 
to, nor young enough to be still of 
the present day youth. Old enough: 
to go back to the later Vielorian; 
days; young enough, I believe, still 
to be able to catch something of 
this new modernity, My ‘ex 
perience, such as it is, leads me to| 
think that if there is’ much wrong! 
with humanity in these days, it is 
the duty of the Church to examine: 
itself and endeavour to discover in 
what way it might have contributed 
to that lamentable state of affairs. 
T do not say that it has so con- 
tributed, but what T do insist upon. 
is that\ unless the Church is 
doing all that it can to fulfl its 
proper functions, it is not yet in a 
position to administer the patent 
and implied rebukes which are con- 
tained In the Archbishop's exhorta~ 
tion and the Bishop's letter. If it 
has not attained that position then 
it has to some degree failed in its| 
purpose. 





I think that last sentence i 
dicates at least one of the factors 
bringing about conditions so pet 
plexing to the ecelesiastical mind, 
‘Thus in the very description of the 
Archbishop's discourse, "The Recall 
to Religion”, is to be found one 
indieation of what 1 mean, Recall 
to religion? It is true the Master 
sald “Come unto Me", but did he 
not tell his disciples to go out unto 
all the world, to take religion to 
humanity, and, by implication; to 
Keep on taking it to them? T’am 
sure so far ay it is humanly possible 
to be sure, that He did not con- 
template a’ religion, organized like 
a chain of retail stores, to which 
the faithful could yo for spiritual 
guidance and consolation, but an 
‘organization taking religion to them, 
in every walle of life, a sort of 
spiritual visitation of the sick. May 
not then the argument be established 
that it is not mankind who needs to 
be recalled to religion, but religion 
which should be ‘brought "to. 
humanity? And by being brought, 
T mean that its teachings should be: 
brought nearer to present-day 
needs, that the fact that mankind 
has progressed a long way along. 
the paths of science, of philosophy, 
of knowledge, places upon the 
Church an imperative demand that 
she should face those facts and s0 
‘adapt her practice as to meet the 
now and ever-changing situation. 

‘There are people who are doing 
that, Men like Dick Sheppard, 
“Tubby” Clayton, Mr. Elliott whose 
short midweck services over the 
radio, and simple, direct, com- 
monsense addresses prove $0 
popular in Britain, the missions 
‘which take religion’ to the beaches 
of holiday resorts, and those fine 
men who take thelr faith to Hyde 
Park and Tower Hill, they seem to| 
bbe carrying out the ideal T have in 
mind—taking the faith to the 
people, not asking them to come 
and get it, or felling them it is their 
duty to acquire it, ‘The Christianity 
of Christ was the Christianity of 
the streets, the market places, the 
Christianity of the common people, 
and I have read somewhere or other| 
that when Christianity becomes the 
Christianity of the slums and not 
‘of palaces, it will again regain its 
‘appeal to humanity. It is the duty 
of the Church to see that God is 


not crowded out. 


How that is to be done I, frankly 
do not know, but if humanity is 
outstripping the church as con- 
ceived by Henry VIII and his 
advisers, that is a matler for* the 
Chureh; it is useless to ask humanity 
to slacken its progress; it is for 
the Church to keep pace. Modern 
youth believes that the Church is 
asking it to stand still, to seek to 
go no further than the limits un- 
derstood in, say, the time of James 
I. Yet it knows that the world has 
progressed far beyond those times, 
that much which was then sealed 

















Jooks at the Bible, the Church and| 
its Prayer Book from an entirely 
difterent standpoint. May T again| 
‘emphasize that point? ‘The Archbi- 
shop is quoted as saying:—"Con- 
sider the influence of the new 
scientific outlook......which seems| 
to see no place for a personal God,” 
ele. I know the Church preaches 
‘such, and such was preached to me, 
and yet in the Thirty-nine Articles 
T found a description of God which 
‘was wholly impersonal, a being 
without person, parts ot passions. 
Tt is not easy to conceive such an 
entity, but if youth finds so wide 
a diveigence between the axiomatic 
@escription contained in the Article, 
and the practice of the Church, ean 
it be wondered that it is not only 
uneasy and suspicious, but frank'y 
disbelieving? Has ‘the Church 
sought fo meet that difficulty? Per- 
hhaps it has; have never run aeross| 
the attempt. Sooner or later| 
mankind will want to know what| 
the Church is asking it to believe, 
Or again, youth is asked as we ali 
have. been asked to believe that 
marriage is a sacrament of the 
CChureh, and yet it is being, and we 
have been asked to drone that “in 
sin hath my mother conceived me. 
Can you leave humanity perched 
between two so completely opposing 
propositions? If you do the result 
Is inevitable. 








‘Talking of marriage, the Church’s| 
attitude with regard to divoree 
likewise gives youth somewhat of 
a shock. Let us look at marriage 
‘as they see it and how they think 
the Church should. Two  people| 
people think they love each other| 
and desire to be married, The 
Church gives the union its blessing. 
The young couple might be com- 
pletely mistaken as {0 their love 

reach other, and youth asks: 
‘Did God actually join them, or did 
the Church, the very human Chureh, 
merely bless a very human error? 
And: if it were an error, shall it 
not be rectified by divorce rather 
than sin ensue?” To reply that in 
the whole matter God is merely 
fulfilling his inscrutable ways, may 
be Church doctrine. Modern’ faith 
docs not require the circumscribed 
logic of something akin to the 
Euclidean propositions, but some- 
thing wider and more nearly com-| 
prehending the needs of humanity. 
Again youth will ask how many are! 
living ‘in sin, because the Church 
obstructs the way to emerge from 
it by denying the right to divorce? 
‘The Church would probably phrase 
the question differently and in doing 
so provide its own reply, but it is| 
youth asking the question, critically, 
perhaps, with a desire 'to find a 
solution’ of its dificulties, but 
neverthless suspicious of the present 
religious ideotogy. 

‘And again it will ask:—“Are we 
really so bad as we are painted? 
‘Are our morals so deplorable that 
they are so appreciably worse than 
those of our grandparents?” I know 
what my own answer  {s:—that 
there is no appreciable difference, 
that immorality was just as bad in 
the Vietorian era, though not so 
easily perceived ‘because of the 
voluminous skirts of hypoerisy 
thrown about it.” 


Now let us come {o the more im- 
mediate point of Bishop Curtis 
etter, He complains that a Corona~ 
tion Concert was arranged on the 
Sunday evening, for which a call

churehly rebuke, All very right 
and proper within the tenets of the 
Bishop's church and his beliefs. ‘The 
world must stand still while the| 
Church goes about its business, must 
it? ‘That would be all very well 
if the Church occupied the position 
in men’s lives that it should, if it 
‘were the influence which its claims! 
it should be. But professing Chris- 
tans do not make a church, so 
many are merely such because they 
happened to be born to it, people 
whom the Church has failed to, 
reach, And if the Chureh fails to: 
reach so many that an orchestral 
coneert with special intention is 
made a success and a service is not, 
it is time, before- the church’ 
dignitaries “embark upon_ rebuke, 
for them to indulge in a severe 




















from the eyes of man has been 
revealed, and mankind of to-day 


course of heart-searching to dis- 
cover wherein they are lacking. 


Rebuke by all means, but, if it 
has to be done, let it be’ done 
thoroughly. It was not the fulmina~ 
tions of the Church against the 
iniquitics of the prison system which 
Elizabeth Fry discovered led 
to reform, or the Church champion- 
ing of the wounded in war, which 
inspired the mercy of Florence 
‘Nightingale. Christian women they 
undoubtedly were, but how much 
did the Church ‘do to help by 
denunciation of conditions? Was it 
tHe thundering of the Chureh which 
brought the diminutive pitboys up 
to the surface from dragging their 
horrible wagons, or the little 
chimney sweeps from those dread- 
ful holes in the walls, or the im- 
provement of the lot of the sweated 
worker? Has there not been too 
much complacency over temporal 
‘wrongs, and a great deal too much 
certainty about spiritual sins? I 
don’t know myself, but there are 
many who are profoundly convinced 
that such is the case. So what 
seems to be the answer to: the 
problem, which consideration of 
these points poses? From the days 
of a crusading religion, the Church 
seems to have ‘degenerated into a 
state of circumscribed, self-satisfied 
militancy, minding its own spiritual 
business almost to the exclusion of 
its temporal. In these reflections 
there is no desire to enter into con= 
troversy with Bishop Curtis, but 
rather the hope that by ‘their 
presentation he and his colleagues | 
‘might perceive the very large num- 
ber of motes and beams which are 
lying about to the confusion of a 
very enquiring new generation. 








MEMORIAL DAY 


May 20. 

Americans in Shanghai will to-day 
Join their countrymen all over the 
world in observing Memorial Day or 
Decoration Day in the traditional 
fashion, ‘The tradition has its roots 
in the ‘days of the Civil War, May 
30 being designated as a holiday in 
which to honour the soldicrs who lost 
thelr lives by decorating thelr graves 
with flags and flowers, There was 
no fixed day generally observed until 
1068. when Commander-in-Chiet John 
‘A. Logan, of the Grand. Army of the 
Republic, issued a general order 
designating May 30, 1868 “for the 
Purpose of strewing with Nowers or 
otherwise decorating the graves of 
‘comrades who died in defence of their 
country during the late rebellion.” 
‘This was done “with the hope that 
it will be Kept up from year to year.” 
Te was not until 1882 that the Grand 
Army urged that the “proper desigt 
tion of May 30 js Memorial Day"— 
not Decoration Day. 

‘With the passage of years which 
saw Americans again giving their 
ives ‘on the battlefields, Memorial 
Day has come to be an occasion on 
Which to honour also the heroes of 
the Spanish-American and - World 
Wars. ‘The sacrifice in human life 
which welded the disjointed states 
into a truly United States was later 
to be proved not in vain by the unity 
with which men of all the states fought 
under a single banner in the more 
recent strifes, 

‘Services will be conducted in 
‘Shanghai over the graves of 90 service 
men at the Bubbling Well Road 
Cemetery at 9 o'clock this mornin 
Mr. Clarence E. Gauss, United Stat 
Consul-General, will preside at the 
ceremony and ‘the principal address 
will be delivered by Judge Milton J. 
Helmick, of the U. 8, Court for China. 
Detachments of the Fourth Marines, 
sailors, and American companies of 
the Shanghai Volunteer Corps. will 
make the ceremony all the more im- 
pressive. “The rites will be opened 
with an invocation by Lieut, Prank 
R. Hamilton, Regimental Chaplain of 
the Marine ‘Corps, following which, 
& duet will be sung by Mrs, A.M: 
Dunlap and Mrs, R. M. Vanderburgh. 
Volleys will be fred over the graves 
and ‘after the Benediction is. pro- 
nounced, the ceremony will come to 
8 conclusion with the patriotic strains 
of “The Star Spangled Banner.” 

‘Throughout America military or- 
ganizations, assisted by civilian and 
‘municipal groups as well as the D.A.R. 
‘Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion) ‘and kindred bodies, move with 
solemnity and fervour to. the 
cemeteries to pay their tribute to 
those who died in the service of their 
‘country. Not a few also take the 
‘opportunity of decorating the graves 
of others near and dear to them. 

‘Similarly in the far reaches of the 
globe, wherever an American soldier, 
| sailor or marine, lies on foreign soil 
Britain, the Continent, Africa, Cuba 
[ind the Central and South’ American 
Yrepublies, although without the as-

‘Lama soon found himself in an ¢m-

‘8 an incarnation, going to do with 
3.000 rifles? The problem was solved 
bby the incarnation handing the whole 
‘armoury over to the Border Admini- 
stration, so he is now free to bend 
ihis mind once more towards religion 
and the pursult of Nirvana, 

Favoured by Authorities 

But he finds himself once again 
persona grata, and during his visit 10 
Tachientu he has been feasted and 
entertained almost to the point of 
fembarrassment. Tn some sense he 
hhas become quite a hero and while 
hundreds and thousands fled at_ the 
approach of the Communists the Geda 
Lama remained at his post. He is now 
bout to return to Kanze and carries

the afternoon and frequently enjoy 
a'cup of tea and a bit of cake. 
Religion, of course, was his tour de 
force, but he was quite prepared to 
discuss” ony "subject, "geography, 
Science, or philosophy. ‘He was under 
the impression that Christianity was 
Jsynonymous with war and bloodshed 
and that Lamaism was a. religion 
fof peace. Tt was not easy moving 
him from this point, but we tried to 
show hign there are’ such things as a 
passive, active and negative attitude 
to any question. T spent nearly one 
hour attempting to convey the idea 
of an ‘attitude’ and T have very grave

, Question and Answer 
“wnat,” T asked, “is your attitude to 
opium?” and from ‘his answer 
gathered it was none of hhis business.

}Being an educated lama and in touch 
with world movements such as Nazi- 
ism, Fascism and Communism, 1 was 
interested to learn how these terms 
jwould be expressed in the Tibetan 
language. ‘The term for Communism 
jin ‘Tibetan “nor-jucji-dum.” simply. 
means a division of wealth or pro- 
erly, “nor” meaning substance or 
material. After considerable twisting, 
fand turning, the word “cltitude” in 
the ‘Tibetan language was simply 
“mind” or “heart” so T let it go at 
that.

doubt, accounts for the backward 
state ‘of the province and the signs| 
of poverty one meets with every- 
Where, In no other province have T 
seen so many gaunt, hungry-looking. 
people, dressed in rags and tatters, 
more like beggars than hard-working 
peasants, 

‘And, as far as I noticed, this did 
not apply to any particulat district, 
Dut was the same in most of the vil: 
Tages through which T passed, which 
generally consist of a number of 
miserable hovels built of thatch. “Tt! 
was explained to me ofcially that. 
this poverty was due to the drought 
‘and "consequent crop failure from 
Whieh the provinee nad been suffer 
Ing in recent months. But this is 
ot the whole df the story; for old 
Fesidents confirmed that this poverty. 
was @ phenomenon of long standing. 
It'is undoubtedly due to the moun 
tainous nature of the provinee and 
to the poor communications. 







Better Communications 


In recent years these latter have 
veen greatly improved—the great 
voad, part of the Nanking-Yunnanfa 
highivay, runs from east to west 
across the province; there is a motor 
road to the Yangtze opposite Chung- 
King, and the road to Kuongst (by 
whieh T travelled). A railway, too, 
Js being constructed from Slangtan 
(south of Changsha on the Canton 
Hankow Railway) to Kueiyang which, 
itis hoped, will be completed within 
three years, “In my description of my 
Journey T spoke somewhat wnfavour~ 
ably" of the condition of, the roads 
In Kuelchow, but, in all fairness, it 
must be sald that, seeing the pr 
vinee IS one vast mass of mountain 
i is remarkable that any motor roads 
hhave been built at all. 

On the other hand. I heard on all 
sides strong complaints » about the 
inefMicient Way the bus services are 
run by the provincial administration, 
‘Tho trouble seems to be that there 
‘are ‘too few buses, with the result 
that one may have to wait days in 
fonder to get a seat on one, and that 
TC-a bus Breaks down on any section, 
the service on that section remains | 
interrupted, until the bus has been 
repaired, ‘This is all the more sur- 
prising seeing that, as it may not be 
Known, ‘Kueichow’ Is one of the 
plonee? provinces in motor transport, 





























Earlier Bus Service 

‘Over ton years ago, long before the 
provinee was connected up with the 
others, there was a pestectly good 
‘bus service round ‘Kuelyang. whieh 
was operated by. private companies. 
‘The various parts of the vehicles 
were transported overland by coolles 
and. put together on the spol. In 
Kueizang T purchased a silver dollar 
dated 17th "Year of the Republic 
(2928) with a motor bus on one face. 
‘When the provincial administration 
took over ‘the bus service a few 
years ago, the private companics| 
Were not only rigidly suppressed, to 
the great disadvantage of the public, 
Dut ‘received no compensation, nor 
were thelr vehicles taken over by the: 
government, 

‘This, I understand, formed one of 
the numerous complaints that were 
brought to the attention of | the 
‘Nanking Touring Party. Apart trom 
motor buses, the chiet means of| 
transportation are carriers and  the| 
small, but hardy, Kueichow  pack= 
ponies, some of these latter being 
Searcely larger than a fair-sized 
donkey. 

"The Kuelchow authorities assert 
that their province is rich in minerals, 
specially mercury, and that the de- 
velopment of these mineral resources. 
Will help to raise the standard of 
living. ‘They are anxious to obtain’ 
foreign capital for this purpose, but 
the obvious reply. would seem to be 
that, until’ communications are very 
‘much better than at present, thus 
‘making mining a paying proposition, 
no one is likely to be willing to 
put money into such undertakings, 

For the truth is that although 
Kueiyang, the capital is now con- 
nected by motor roads with the ad- 
Joining provinces, the cost of im- 
ported goods must be the highest of 
any city in China. Everything is 
very expensive indeed, for an ordin- 
ary notebook which one could buy. 
for ten cents in Shanghai, T was 
asked 40 cents, and for biscuits manu- 
factured In Shanuhal costing 80 cents, 
was charged $320. ‘These prices may 
possibly be exceptional, but in gen~ 
‘eral, what with the heavy’ provincial 
faxes, and the tremendous cost of 
freight, goods imported direct from 
the coast stand the importer at least

Much Opium Grown 

According to what I was told by 
well-informed persons, opium is stilt 
grown in large quantities inthe 
Drovinee, despite all’ the talk about| 
Suppression. Indeed I had clear 
evidence of this with my own eyes, 
fas T saw from my car field upon 
feld of white poppies stretching away 
into the far distance. It is true that| 
In the fields adjoining the motor road 
‘no poppy appeared to be growing.

City of 1,000 Years Ago 

Kuelyang, the, capital, is at first 
sight an impressive city, with its four 
broad, well-paved main streets, with 
many’ well-stocked shops. But as. 
oon as one turns out of one of 
these up a side street, one is once| 
more in the narrow, tortuous lanes] 
‘of a Chinese city of 1,000 years 
Little seems to have been done 
ferly by the new administration in 
the way of further street-widening| 
and other civie improvements. ‘The 
leettie lighting, for instance, is dis 
Linetly poor. it is undoubiedly a. 
‘question of finance. 

Tn a large square at the end of 
‘one’ of these modern main streets 
Stands a bronze statue of Governor: 
Chow Hsi-chen, a native of Kuci- 
chow, who ruled the province with 
fafirm, but progressive hand from 
Tors to 1926. "Tt is a curious looking 
pieeo of statuary, as the head is 
bout four times as large. in pro- 
portion, as the body. This is not 
Gue to, what F believe, is the moder~ 
nist prineiple of omphasizing a par-_ 
tleular faculty by enlarging that part 
fof the body, but to the simple fact 
that ‘the head was cast in Germany 
‘and the body in China. 

‘Anyhow the citizens of Kueiyang| 
fare very proud of this statue, having! 
Subscribed for it out of their own 
pockets, and when a later governor 
Wanted’ to remove it, there was such 
fan outery that the idea was promptly 
dropped. ‘There Governor Chow 
stands to-day, one hand in his trouser 
pocket, in a free and easy, and assur- 
€d_ pose, looking down’ the main| 
Street of modern Kuelyang. as if he| 
felt that this work of his was good. 









































From all accounts he seems to have! 
been a very remarkable man; entire-

Chinese ‘bowls; large’ wooden bowls 
being used to hold the different yok. 
viands. 

‘Sometimes there are slices of cold 
yak beef, which, however, may only 
be eaten’ very surreptitiously; meat 
having once had life being forbidden 
to the Tibetan lama, Not to take life 
Is one of the four vows which the 
‘youthful lama accepts when "he be- 
tins “his initiation, the other three 
being: not to steal, not to lie and not 
to marry.

Educational. problem. They ‘have

‘1 may be useful to consider certain

School's Present Dimeultles 

‘The Cathedral School for Boys, in 
{ts present location, is handicapped 
by Ils distance from the residential 
‘area, although for some boys living, 
say,’in Hongkew, its site is convenient. 
‘On’ other grounds it is quite unsult- 
fable, “Urban surroundings | produce 
conditions which prevent the boys 
from receiving insteuetion in a satis 
factory atmosphere of quictness and 
freedom from distraction, Tis playing 
ground. facilities are restricted. Tt 
hhas not even the space by whieh the 
ordinary urban school clsewhere Is 
able to keep atbay the hustling noise 
‘of passing traffic, ‘That these con- 
Aitions have miliiated against use of 
the school by parents who are, able 
‘and willing to send thole boys*to a 
Council schoo! can hardly be doubted, 

‘The main object of the School's 
undation is to provide cducation for 
ritsh boys of respectable European 
parentage.” Tn actual practice this 
oes not prevent boys of non-Chureh 
fof England parents from attending 
the school, Dut itis generally ade 
milled that the closo association with, 
find. the obvious dominance of the 
Interests of, the Cathedral in the 
‘minds of some who ean exercise con- 
flderable influence on the School's 
‘direction make many British parents 
‘=Non-conformists, Jews, Roman 
Catholies—unable'to regard it as a 
national Institution. Removal toa 
Site away from the Cathedray will 
‘Giminish. this drawback, "especially 
fs, by eliminating the rent issue, it 
will, or should, enable the representa~ 
tives ‘of the Cathedral ‘Trustees. to. 
take a less biassed view of the 
School's requirements, The mere fact 
that the Cathedral “draws twenty 
choir boys from the school is une 
Important, Indeed it is easy to con- 
eive conditions in which the Cathe 
ral cholr might be thrown open to 
boys of the” Church congregation 
generally and s0 relieve the School 
fof certain. of its responsibilities in 
that royard. If membership of the 
Cathedral choir has any’ religious 
significance it Is not easy to see how 
justification for confining it to the 
Himited category prescribed by +the 
Lester Will can be maintained. 


‘Material Available 

On broad grounds it soems that the 
School authorities have carefully to 
consider the material on which they 
hhave to draw for filling thelr institu 
lon. At present they admit. boys 
whose fathers and mothers are of 
European birth and origin. | Taking 
facie a8 they are and probably will 
‘ye, it may be stated that a good pro- 
portion of parents. in that condition 
Will Took to the Cathedral Schoot 
only for the provision of education 
Up to the aye of say nine or ten. 
Efforts will be made at all costs to 
ensure education of the boys of an 
older age either in Great Britain or 
in one.of those excellent Canadian or 
Australian Schools which are so sult 
able for Shanghailanders. 

Th $0 far as the School serves that 
section of the community it performs 
the function of a preparatory school. 
In educating older boys it is required 
to take the plaee of good secondary 
‘school for children of parents whose 
resources do not permit them to send 
their boys Home. 

‘There is iauch loose talk about the 
desire of the British Shanghallander 
to maintain a school exclusively. for 
the education of his boys. The 
obvious point to be determined is 
Whether ‘there are in Shanghal a 
sufficient number of British boys of 
“respectable European purentage” to 
form the complete roll of a schoo) 
which will educate them up to the 


















































university standard. Is it not probe 
‘able that, in the future even more 
than in the past when communica- 
tions were not so good, the European 
British boy will be sent Home—or to 
Canada or Australia—for the comple i 
tion of his education? Let the figures 
be considered. According to. the 
Census of: the International Settle- 
ment there are about 64 male ehild- 
ren of British natlonatity—exeluding 
Indians and Hongkong-born Chinese. 
‘There are about 4,600 male children 
of -all foreign nationalities: of them 
11900 are under five years of age, and 
2.700 between 5 and 15 years. On that 
ratio the number of British boys be- 
tween § and 15 amounts to 389. 

"in the French Concession there are 
believed to be 126 British boys tbe- 
tween the ages of 5 to 15. The total 
number of British boys between the 
‘ages of 5-and 16 in Shanghal amounts 
therefore to about 472. Assuming. 
that one-third of them are between 
the ages of § and 9, a not unreason- 
able assumption when allowance is 
made for the fact that European boys 
of over 9 go Home In large numbers 
for their education, this means that 
‘only about 350 British boys, including 
those of partial European ‘parentage, 


Cathedral School at present has en- 
rolled 105 and the Couneil Schools

boy population is being fully covered 
by’ those institutions.

The 
‘uthor has collected a mass of detail 
concerning the history of bees from 
most varled sources, including the 
histories of the most ancient civiliza- 
tons; and in so doing may be sald to 
have outshone the industry of the 
sacred bee itself. 


‘The story bogins with a fossil bee 
which must have lived and gathered 
honey before there were any men on 
this earth (but it is not stated if 
there was a non-honey-gathering bee 
‘existing in the early Mesozole age 
before flowering plants had been 
evolved): similarly it does fot appear 
to be certain when men first used 
honey’ as a food, but it is quite clear 
from’ “rock drawings that’ men 
gathered honey for food (or possibly 
for religious rites) some " Afteen 
thousand years ago, From such a 
beginning the written and pictured 
history of, the bee is carried through 
the ages, from civilization to elviliza- 
tion. “Ancient Egypt, India, China, 
Rome and Greece all give their con- 
tribution until Central Europe, the 
British Isles and France are reached. 
‘As an example of historical interest 
It is to be noted that Aristotle is 
credited with having made the first 
‘observation hive of glass (2), but that 
the ‘bees refused to work until they 
hhad covered the inside of the glass 
with clay (? wax)—much to the dis 
comAture and annoyance of Aristot 
this story appears in other forms in 
‘more modern folk lore and it is only 
to be presumed that after some two 
thousand years or more of teaching 
the bees must have changed their
